Attorney Marilyn Kamm, representing the Appellant, has requested a one-
month extension of time to file the Appellant’s petition for rehearing. Although this is
only Ms. Kamm’s second request for an extension, the due date for the Appellant’s
petition for rehearing — for reasons not attributable to Ms. Kamm or the Appellant —
has already been extended for nearly a year. The State objects to the current extension,
in part because of the long delay in resolving this matter, and in part because Ms. Kamm

failed to file an affidavit with her request for an extension.
IT IS ORDERED:

In the interests of justice, the motion for an extension of time is

GRANTED. The Appellant’s petition for hearing is due on or before October 21, 2020.

In the future, however, any additional requests for extensions must be accompanied by

an appropriate affidavit. See Appellate Rule 503(b)(2).
